MAJ. WILLIAM THAW 
DOWNS TWO IN DAY. 


AMERICAN COMMANDER OF LA-

Siberian Policy Cause of 


Change may Mean Delay of 
Intervention.

LONDON, April 24. — Viscount 
Motono, Japanese Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, has resigned, according 
to a Reuter dispatch from Tokio. 

Viscount Motono will be suc- 
ceeded by Baron Goto, who has held 
several portfolios and is a member of 
the national commission appointed 
last year for the discussion of Ja- 
pan's foreign policy. * 


The question of Japanese inter- 
vention in Siberia probably led to the 


withdrawal of Viscount Ichiro Mo- 
tono from the foreign ministry of 
which he has been the Read since 
November, 1916, when Count Te- 
rauchi formed the present Cabinet. 
There have been reports recently 
that Viscount Motono might resign 
in connection with the Siberian sit- 
uation, but explanations of such a 
possibility were scanty. “A 

Viscount Motono, who was given 
his present title in July, 1916, was 
Japanese Ambassador to Russia pre- 
vious to his elevation to the foreign 
ministry. Since his graduation from 
the University of Lyons, France, he 
has been connected with the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office and has served 
as Minister to Belgium and Minister 
to France. 

INTERVENTION DELAYED: 
[BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON. April 24. — Baron 
Shimpei Goto was Minister for Home 
Affairs in the Terauchi Cabinet and 
his appointment is not regarded as 
likely to involve any considerable 
change in foreign policies, 
the Siberian question, with which 
Motono was peculiarly identified.

reau. 
ONCE ARRESTED. 


Baron Goto was arrested in the 
celebrated Soma scandal in Japan 
in 1893, charged with complicity in 
the defalcations, but was honorably 
acquitted. 

During the Chinese-Japanese war 
Baron Goto was head of the sani- 
tary commission of the Japanese 
army. At the end of the war he was 
appointed Civil Governor of For- 
mosa and helped to handle the trans- 
fer of that island from China to 
Japan. He remained in that office 
ten years and in 1906 was appointed 
president of the South Manchurian 
Railway Company. At this time he 


reccived the title of Baron and was 


appointed Minister of Communica- 
tions in the Katsura Cabinet. He 
resigned in 1911 and was out of 
public office until 1916, when he en- 
tered the Terauchi Caminet as Min- 
ister of Home Affairs.

“By a successful local operation 
carried out this morning northwest 
of Fetusbert, a post captured by the 
enemy in this locality on the 22nd 
was regained. The hostile garrison 
offered strong resistance and lost 
heavily. We captured a few prison- 
ers and four machine guns. 

“Karly in the morning the enemy 
delivered a strong local attack with- 
out success against our new positions 
east of Robecq. Our line was main-

A committee of six girls from the 
local High School were taken to 
Los Angeles by Walter C. Wilson, 
the principal; George R. Bickley, 
president of the Board of Education; 
Dr. Jeremiah M. Rhodes, superin- 
tendent of schools, and Mrs. George 
R. Dane, member of the board. The 
purpose was to give them the op- 
portunity to observe how the plan 
of a uniform dress worked out at 
the Lincoln High School. 

The plan of the Board of Educa- 
tion to make the girl students wear 
a blue skirt and middy blouse has 
met with opposition among the stu- 
dents of the Pasadena school. 
N. G. Clarke, student counselor and 
teacher, and the High School, ap- 
peared before the Tuesday meeting 
ef the board and as the result the 
students were granted the privilege 
of voting as to whether they wanted 
to wear the prescribed costume or 
not; as well as to make the choice 
of a serge or white skirt. 

The assembly was to have been 
called yesterday morning, but when 
it was learned that a number of the 
radical girls had formulated a plan 
to defeat the measure Principal 
Willison picked a representative num- 
ber of the girls from his classes and 
they were taken to Los Angeles. It 
is said that the figurative spanking 
administered to the girl with th 
fondness for silk hosiery will have 
favorable effect.

they are, in reality, offenders against the 
‘military authority of the nation and that | 


they should not be tried by civilians. The 
Senator offers in support of his bill a num- 
ber of concrete instances in which civil ju- 
ries have been extraordinarily lenient. He 


says that there are sections of the country 


where the pro-German and pacifist senti- 
ment predominates—citing Milwaukee as an 
instance—and that in those localities of- 
against the government and the 


and jury. In the hearings already held on 
the bill Senator Chamberlain has unques- 
tionably demonstrated that, in specified in- 
stances, the civil and criminal courts have 
not been a deterrent to the crimes of dis- 
loyalty, sedition and treason. 

It is perhaps the Senator’s caustic criti- 
cism of the Department of Justice that 
roused the ire of President Wilson; for the 
President's letter to Senator Overman is 
severe. in its denunciation alike of Senator 
Chamberlain and of the legislation the Sen- 
M@tor proposes. The President demolishes 
the latest Chamberlain bill with the decla 
ration that it is a violation of the civil 
rights of citizens which is neither author- 
‘ized nor legalized by the Federal Constitu- 
tion. The vitriolic tone of the letter is in 
marked contrast with most of the other 
public utterances of the President. 


While The Times is not inclined to ques- 
tion the sincerity of Senator Chamberlain, 
his methods are often obstructive rather 
than constructive in their results. He is 
intensely patriotic and an indefatigable 
worker; and he cannot be accused of at- 
tacking the administration from partisan 
motives, as both he and the Presfdent are 
Democrats. While his War Cabinet bill 
was defeated, many of the faults which he 


uncovered have been rectified by the ad- 


ministration. But The Times is of the opin- 
ion that he has permitted his patriotic en- 
thusiasm to carry him too far ‘in his ad- 
voeacy of a measure to deprive of their 
civil rights those accused of disloyalty, se- 
dition or treason. In times of crisis, when 
passions are inflamed, the public is too apt 
to confuse accusation with conviction. 


The Times demands a short shrift for tral- 
tors, once convicted, but it does not hold 
that each person accused should be de- 
prived per se of civil rights. There is no 
reason that the civil courts should cease 
to function while the war is in progress. 
The bill proposed by Senator Chamberlain 
impresses The Times as distinctly despotic; 
if it were to become a law the government 
would be placed in the position of fighting 
for democracy abroad and, at the same 
time, attacking democracy at home. GOOD 
GOD! THE IDEA OF ABOLISHING TRIAL 
BY JURY IS REALLY FRIGHTFUL IF 
ANY POLITICAL HEELER GR SINECUR- 
IST OR COMMISSIONER OR BOSS COULD 
TAINT HIS ENEMY WITH A CHARGE OF 
SEDITION AND HALE HIM BEFORE A

may be instances in which offenders escape 
from civil courts with light sentences, it 
must be remembered that the greatest good 
of the greatest number must be the sole 
consideration of every general law. A part 
must not be permitted to dominate the 
whole, and the rights guaranteed to the 
whole people by the Constitution must not 
be abrogated in order to right a petty 
wrong. The Times approves the Presi- 
dent’s attitude in safeguarding civil rights 
in the midst of a great military struggle 
and trusts that the Chamberlain bill will be 
rejected in committee without being per- 
mitted to consume further valuable time 
It is a fright, we say, A FRIGHT. 

But while the President was championing 
civil rights in his opposition to the Cham- 
berlain bill, the administration forces were 


seeking to force through the Senate the 


Overman Dill, a measure which tramples 
with equal barshness on civil rights, though 
in another direction. The administration 
was placed in the rather awkward position 
of seeming to blow hot and cold with the 
same breath. Senator Sherman made the 
opposition to the Overman bill the occasion 
of a bitter attack on members of the Pres- 
ident’s official family. The Overman bil] 
confers auocratic powers on the President 
over civil as well as military branches of 
the Federal government. It creates what, 
in times of peace, would be termed a su- 
preme dictatorship. About the only pow- 
ers reserved to Congress would be to pass 
appropriation and tax bills. 

Senator Sherman charged that the Pres- 
dent has not been happy in the use of ex- 
ecutive power which he now possesses; 
that he had surrounded himself with So- 
cialists and pacifists and demanded that he 
should “scatter the bunch of economic 
fakirs and howling dervishes” now in of- 
fice before asking Congress for further 
autocratic powers. Senator Sherman paid 
his respects to Secretary of War Baker by 
calling him “half a Socialist and the other 
half pacifist. He went into office con- 
vinced that he could help end the war, not 
by making war, but by moral suasion, by 
argument.” He next turned to the Depart- 
ment of Labor. “Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son made his debut into public life,” al- 


leged Senator Sherman, “by getting into

O SUCH ANIMAD. 
Peaceful picketing is as impossible as 
lawful lynching. Picketing is a weapon of 


industrial warfare and picketing in any form 


tends to incite breaches of the peace. These 
fundamental principles of common law form 
the basis on which Judge J. R. Welch of the 
Superior Court of Santa Clara county has 
rendered a memorable decision enjoining 
“picketing in any form in front of and in 
the vicinity of the Bean Spray Pump Com- 
pany, and the defendants and their agents 
will be prohibited from threatening, intim! 
dating, coercing or annoying the employees 
of the plaintiff.” ‘ 

“Peaceful picketing” is a subterfuge by 
which the coyote gangs of the labor unions 
disguise brutal assault, sabotage and other 
forms of violence by which they seek to 
obtain through intimidation what they have 
failed to secure by lawful means. Judge 
Welch has rendered a decision which be- 
comes a valuable precedent in all cases in- 
volving the right of strike and boycott as 
commonly exercised by labor unions. Judge 
Welch took up the question of picketing in 
its entirety and summarized its effects as 
follows: 

In short, the court holds that any 
picketing tends to incite breaches of 
the peace. The pickets themselves may 
be men of good judgment and peace- 
fully disposed, yet it cannot be pre- 
sumed that violence occurs in the picket 
line only. Men of courage and of quick 
temper in the ranks of the employees 
may, and in all probability would, if the 
picketing is long continued, resent the 


interference of their constitutional right.

Hence, a 
breach is always imminent where pick- 
ets are maintained. . There is 
no more sucha thing as peaceful picket- 
ing any more than there can be chaste 
vulgarity or peaceful mobbing or lawful 
lynching. 

In the interests of peace and not of 
strife, in the maintenance of constitution- 
al safeguards, this court on its chan- 
cery side will enjoin the defendants from 

{injuring the business or the property of 
the plaintiff and from interfering with 
its employees, and in order 
that no one can misunderstand the judz- 
ment of the court, picketing in any 
form will be enjoined .. and the 
defendants will be prohibited from 
threatening, intimidating or coercing or 
annoying the employees of the plaintiff, 
against their express will, while going 
to and from their work, and from using 
force and violence anywhere against

ants. | 
In commenting on the points raised by 
opposing counsel Judge Welch observed: 
The very object of the strike and the 
maintenance of the boycott is to coerce 
the plaintiff to take strikers back, raise 
their wages and make certain parts of 
the factory a closed shop.” This is at- 
tempted by coercive means, by a sys- 
tem of espionage on the business and 
the employees of the plaintiff, by 
threats, menaces and even by assault 
and battery. It is the avowed purpose 
of the union and the strikers to ruin 
the company if their claims are not 
conceded. 
After a thorough survey of the conditions 
which led to the applications by the com- 


pany for an injunction restraining the strik- 


ers from interfering with its business or its 
employees Judge Welch says: 5 
Because this case in a sense is a pub- 

lic concern and because the court and 
the counsel during the trial discussed 
the remedy for industrial strife between 
capital and labor the court feels justi- 
fied in saying a word on the subject of 
remedy. Organized as we are now, the 
great law of supply and demand is a 
potent element in the employment of 
labor. The employer is largely con- 
trolled by this law and labor is largely 
influenced by it. It may not be the 
best law, but just now it is the only 
operative law. Counsel for the defend- 
ant says that collective bargaining is . 
the remedy. ... One objection to 
this is that all labor is not organized 
and perhaps is not willing to submit to 
organization rules. Besides, the em- 
ployers are not organized. Generally 
speaking, they are operating under com- 
petitive system. But if labor and capi 
tal were organized and all service was 
placed on the basis of collective bar- 
gaining between capital and labor the 
consuming public would perhaps suffer. 
To my mind, if the law of supply and 
demand when left free and untram- 
eled to operate, will not apply the rem- 
edy in fairness to both contestants, the 
remedy must come from the Federal or 
legislative branches of the govern- 
ment and not from the executive or ju- 
dicial branches. Arbitration, properly 
safeguarded, is the most likely govern- 
mental remedy. For strikes 
and boycotts are weapons of industrial 
warfare. They are wasteful and de- 
structive and abortive to accomplish le- 
gal ends. 

Judge Welch's recommendation for legis- 
lative action enforcing compulsory arbitra- 
tion is an indorsement of a plan of com- 
pulsory arbitration which was introduced 
in the form of a bill at the last session of 
the State Legislature, but was beaten by a 
combination of the old Johnson machine 
and the union labor forces. 
ites and laborites forced through the Legis- 
lature a bill legalizing “peaceful picketing;” 
but this bill was not signed by the Gov- 
ernor. Compulsory arbitration will be one 
of the most important questions to come be- 
fore the next Legislature. It is highly im- 
portant that the friends of industrial free- 
dom should ascertain whether the legisia- 
tive candidate, whom they are asked to sup- 
port, voted for peaceful picketing” in the 
last Legislature, or if he is pledged to vote 
for it next year. mi

The great war is less a contest 
between groups of nations than be- 
tween contrasted views of liberty 
and right. ; 

The German allies tend to believe 
in government from without; the 
English allies in government from 
within. The one establishes author- 
ity by applying the scourge from 
without; the other seeks to evoke 
co-operation By arousing interest 
from within. A European who had 
been only a few days in this country 
and had always been curious to see 
what democracy really was burst out 
in joy: “I have found it; I have 
just seen a sign in a railway station 
reading ‘Passengers stand here at 
their own risk.’ In Cermany it would 
say: ‘Forbidden on 50 cents fine.“ 

The Germans make laws which 
they enforce with wooden exactness; 
the other people try to leave the 
laws alone like sleeping dogs. 

The Germans build on pessimism. 
They do not expect anyone to do 
anything unless compelled to. The 
others are optimists, believe God is 
in his world and that things tend 
automatically to grow better. 
German education means mostly 
training and discipline—the other 
means mostly quickening and inspi- 
ration from within. 

Thus it is that Prussianism, the 
acme and citadel of Germanism is 
based on paternalism—the care and 
regulation of human life by power 
applied from without. Canceling 
out equals, there remains a blank, 
raw residue of force. Reduced to 
the lowest terms the only right is 
the might of the strong arm. 

The machine for applying force is 
called the state, and the state is 
therefore the all in all. Behind and 
above the state there is for the true 
Prussian no right and wrong. Any- 
thing, however base, which serves 
the state is right. There is no 
throne of righteousness established 
above all nations and ruling in the 
name of humanity. There is only 
a German god listening to German 
prayers. 

We have seen this system of 


throughout the middle kingdom 
since the worship of a false ideal of 
nationalism set in with the early 
decades of the nineteenth century. 
Many rejected it; more accepted it. 
Some saw its portents, more were 
deceived and ignored them, but now 
there is no doubt about it. We see 
it unerringly and recognize it by its 
abundant noxious fruits. We read 
it in devastated lands, in blackened 
towers, in peoples scattered and dis- 
tressed, in rivers of blood. It is a 
system which for its fruits and for 
itself every beginner in democracy 
must abominate and abhor.

FARMERETTE UNITS A 
SUCCESS. 


“The much-advertised farmerette,” 
reports the Woman’s Committee of 
the Council of National Defense, 
“was looked upon with considerable 
distrust by farmers last spring. 
Many girls applied for work on 
farms, but what most of them were 
offered was work in the kitchen and 
farmhouse. Girls who were unwill- 
ing to take up housework continued 
their efforts to be considered serious- 
ly as farm hands. a 

“Some of them solved the difficulty 
by forming units to go, with their 
own cook and housekeeper, into lo- 
calities where they knew there was 
a demand for their services, A unit 
would rent an old farmhouse, or 
whatever the girls could find in the 
neighborhood, and go out daily to 
farm or orchard where they were ém- 
ployed. By this method the farm- 
er's wife was saved trouble and the 
girls were sure of pleasant surround- 
ings and companionship.” 

“In New York State,“ the commit- 
tee’s report continues, “one group of 
about sixty-five young women— 
Mount Kisco unit—made the expert- 
ment in Westchester county. Though 
they met with general skepticism at 
first, long before the summer was 
over the demand for their work was 
greater than they could supply. 
Their leaders made contracts with 
employers, charging 25 cents an hour 
for a girl's work and paid the giris 
$15 a month and expenses. Another 
unit in New York, organized under 
the Woman’s Committee, was put on 
a self-governing basis. The giris 
elected a captain, hired a cook and 
housekeeper, and paid 50 cents each 
per week for general expenses. This 
unit worked altogether on a fruit 
plantation. Next summer there will 
be a demand for many more girls. 

“In Maryland units have been or- 
ganized for fruit packing and can- 
ning. The work pays fairly well and 
is both patriotic and physically good 
for the girls. 

Dean Virginia Gildersleeve of Co- 
lumbia sees in the unit-farm-work 
system great opportunity for service 
and benefit for the working girl in 
employments that are slack in the 
summer months.” 3

All 
contributions are to be administered 
by the salrase committee, work- 
ing in conjunction with thé main 
Red Cross. 

An offer was received yesterday 
from Gurney Newlin, chairman of 
the@sl.os Angeles chapter of the Red 
Cross, to faise funds through this 
organization. The San Jacinto 
branch has asked that the 
Cross make an appraisal of the 
damage done by the earthquake. 
‘This is to be done through the 
Riverside chapter. 

No further temblors have been 
felt at San Jacinto, and the work 
of clearing away the debris is 
progressing rapidly. In connéction 
with the wrecking process, con- 
siderable salvage work is being 
carried on and space within par- 
tially wrecked buildings is being 
cleared in order that beds may be 
moved indoors from the streets.

and A. S. O'Neil, editor, of the Lan- 
caster Ledger-Gazette, for reporting 
in the Ledger-Gazette that he had 
torn down a “Feéd or Fight” post- 
er, May 23, 1917. 

In forcible language the court 
pointed out the duty of citizens in 
these war times, and while he held 
that the defendants had proved the 
truth of their charge, he declared 
that he did not believe that Mr. 
Hicks had any treasonable motives 
in tearing down the poster. 

The testimony was that while Mr. 
Rabe Was tatking up the government 
poster in the Palmdale postoffice, Mr. 
Hicks came in, asked him why he 
was utting up that trash, tore 
down the poster and carried it to his 
private office, where he nailed it 
up on the wall. 

DENIBS IT. 

Mr. Hicks denied that he tore 
down the poster. He testified that 
Mr. Rabe was in the act of nailing 
it up in a space already covered with 
other government pamphiets. It 
appears that Mr. Rabe reported the 
Occurrence to the Sheriff and the 
Ledger-Gazetté published an arti- 
cle reflecting on the loyalty of Mr. 
Hicks. 

“In this present stress of war.“ 
said thé court, “the German propa- 
ganda is being worked in the most 
subtle and insidious way and we 
have been ordered by the Federal 
government to report to the proper 
authority every circumstance, thing 
or act that might indicate that there 
ig an improper motive, inimical to 
the best interests of the country 
and intended to give aid and assist- 
ance to the enemy. The question of 
personal interest, personal right and 
security becomes subservient at once 
to that of the general interest and 
public welfare, and must be sacri- 
ficed to that. 

“The newspaper that published 
the story of the tearing down of the 
poster, and Mr. Rabe who re 
it did only what was demanded of 


them.” 
HE DID RIGHT. 
„ ene Mr. Hicks, the court 
said: 


“Your conduct was such as war- 
ranted every reasonable suspicion, 
and in my opinion Mr. Rabe did only 
his duty in reporting the matter as 
he did. Measuring all the facts and 
circumstances, I am of the opinion 
that the plaintiff, Hicks, failed to 
make out a case, but that the truth 
of the charges have been sustained. 
But I want to say this, that in view 
of his other acts, the plaintiff is not 
a treasonable person, nor did he have 
in mind any wrong act or treason- 
able act. It may have been his sole 
reason that he did not want this 
poser up there in that place.”

BAKERS MEET. 

Sevetity-five representative bak- 
ers attended a meeting in Blanchard 
Hall yesterday afternoon and per- 
fected plans for co-operating with 
the Food Administration regarding 
the conservation of wheat.

He announced the appointment of 
R. R. Beamish, manager of the 
Davis Standard Bread Company, as 
chairman of the bakers’ jury which 
will try all cases of alleged viola- 
tions of Food Administration rules 
in the bakeries. Mr. Beamish is to 
submit a list ot prospective jurors 
to Mr. Cole this week, for approval, 
and then the body will be ready 
for work. 

The 300 bakeries here have been 
divided into districts, and each dis- 
trict has its chairman, who has 
named from three to five sub- 
chairmen to assist him. Fach sub- 
chairman has a list of from three 
to five bakeries, and these are to be 
visited at regular intervals and 
asked to observe all the Food Ad- 
ministration rules regarding the use 
of wheat. 

Mr. Beamish says he thinks the 
co-op@ration among the bakers here 
will be of such a nature that the 
bakers’ jury will have no work to 
do. It will have jurisdiction from 
Fresno to San Diego. Cases which 
it may consider will be referred to 
the Food Administration after rigid 
investigation.

THEORY OF PLAINTIFF. 


The city of San Bernardino pur- 
chased a tract in the Antil region, 
lying near the center of the arte- 
sian basin, and has since extracted 
water from that region for the use 
of its inhabitants. 

The theory upon which the 
Plaintiff based its claim for relief 
is that, as the owner of lands 
overlying the basin and as the rep- 
resentative of the rights of the over- 
lying landowners who own lots with- 
in its corporate limits, the defend- 
ante were unlawfully diverting water 
from the basin to the injury, not 
alone of plaintiff's right to make 
reasonable use of the waters of the 
basin for its own purposes, but like- 
wise to the injury of the rights of 
the owners of all those lots with- 
in the city of San Bernardino to 
which water is supplied by that 
city’s municipal water system.

FINISH NEAR. 


Youth’s Confession Admitted 
in Court Evidence. 


Conversation with Police Over 
Hanging Pains” Denied. 


Seven Soldiers to Testify for 


That a certain conversation re- 
lating to the “pains of hanging“ took 
place at Central Police Station just 
previous to his making a confession 
of murder was touched on by At- 
torney Ear] Rogers yesterday at the 
trial of Harold Denman, accused of 
having killed Philip J.- Metz. 

Rogers propounded such a ques- 
tion to Detective H. H. Cline, who is 
alleged to have been t with 
Maj. Howell of Camp Kearny when 
the confession was made, but Cline 
denied that any such conversation 
had taken place. The confession in 
question was placed ip evidence by 
Prosecutors Cryer and Clark, not, 
however, untll attorneys for the de- 
fense had succeeded in getting the 
most of it stricken out. Only that 
portion referring specifically to the 
offense for which Denman is stand- 
ing trial was . to be intro- 
duced. 

Young Denman is aha showing 
the effects of the long trial, For the 
past two days he has worn a down- 
cast, depressed appearance, his eyes 
dull and listless and his face ex- 


tremely pallid. During the entire 
proceedings he has kept his eyes riv- 
eted on the floor and apparently 
manifests no interest in the trial

BACK TEN YEARS. 


The irregularities of Phelps date 
back ten years to the time when he 
went to the Mayo Hospital at 
Rochester, Minn., and underwent an 
operation for goiter. He claims that 
he needed the money to pay his ex- 
penses there, so he forged notes to 
finance himself through the trying 
ordeal. 


A little more than three years ago 
he was compelled to make another 
trip to the hospital for a similar 
surgical operation, so he forged 
more notes and discounted them at 
his own bank. When that opera- 
tion took place his heart action was 
so bad that the surgeons could not 
put him under the influence of ether, 
so they had to use a local anaes- 
thetic. Last night Mr. Phelps re- 
marked that the old trouble was 
coming back on him again and that 
he didn’t think he had long to live. 


HIS CAREER. 
1 Phelps resided in Riverside thirty- 


one years. He is 57 years of age. 
He has a wife there, also a daugh- 
ter. who is Mrs. Rena Phelps Wool- 


tate, including the Reynolds Depart- 
ment Store and Reynolds Hotel at 
Riverside. There is a son, Walter 
Phelps, who recently enlisted in the 


For the past three years Mr. 
Phelps had been president of the 
National Bank of Riverside. Pre- 
vious to that time he was its cashier 
for about eight years. In 1906 he 
was Grand Master of the Califoraia 
Odd Fellows and in that capacity he 
was in charge of their relief work 
during the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire. While there he received 
a telegram asking him to become 
cashier of the National Bank of 
Riverside, which had just been or- 
ganized. He accepted by telegram 
and served in that capacity untg 
elected president of the institution. 

Mr. Phelps spent nearly fifteen 

ears.in public offices at Riverside 

fore going into the banking busi- 
ness. He was City Clerk there for 
six years, and County Clerk for the 
next oight years. He took a leave 
of absence from the County Clerk- 
ship to undertake the relief work 
at San Francisco and resigned the 
county office to accept the bank po 
sition. 

Although to be a good 
liver, Phelps was not regarded as 
extravagant. When asked last night 
what he did with the money he re- 
plied that there were plenty of 
places to use it. 

The Phelps residence in River- 
side is clear of incumbrance, ac- 
cording to reports, but is in the 
wife's name.
